To Mr Hennessy the commu- 
nity must now look for redress; and in 
any action that he may see fit to take 
towards regaining the fullest freedom of 
the port, it ought to be remembered that 
the advantage to accrue therefrom. will 
fall equally upon respectable. native mer- 
chants and: the foreign mercantile com-

Burmah, and we stand there now waiting 
for Upper Burmah to take the initie- 
tive, to firat put her foot upon the war- 
path, The situation shows again: how 
history repeats itself :

A very great apparent discrepancy exists 
between the differant items of news about 
the position of vffairs in Burmah which 
reach us by differdnt routes ; and it is only 
partially removed on due investigation into 
the internal evidence they afford of the one 
having crossed or forestalled the ‘other. 
Papers are before ua from all quarters— 
official doouments, London and local special 
corresponuents’ iefters, solemn edivrial 
articles from many sources, and highly: 
sensational war news<rwhich enable us to 
give to-day what bas not before appeared 
in our columns, a connected narrative 
of the past, aud an idea as to the prob- 
able future of the country of Upper 
Burmeb. And first as to what has 
brought about the present condi. 
tion of things, The late King. of 
Burmab’sa desire ag to & Buccensor was 
that either Nyoung Yan, or Theibaw 
should succeed him, Tho mibisters, it is 
suid, moatly inclined to see -the elder son 
on the throne, but he was already a man 
very much * wived” and by that he lost 
the threce, Hor Theebaw was- yet en 
eligible . party, ond thereforé. bad the 
support of the Dowager head Queen, 
why bad two daughters whom she wanted 
to become Queens.. She won over to hor 
side, Bouwvon-Mengyee, the Chief Min-

Theebaw waa preclaimed 
King, aad, allowing the minleters to govern 
the kingdom, tawched out into a career of 
sonsual enjoymoit, The ministers .began 
to lose their heads, and to frame rules and 
regulations which curtailed the prerogatives 
of the Crown and lowered its dignity, No 
one was supposed to apeak to the young 
King or answer lia queationa on mattors

press sancti ~ of the Council. At‘laatin an, 
unlucky mv. ‘ent they began ‘to meddte 
with tho relizionof the pegple, and dared 
to abruptly reduco the number. of the 
Priesthood,—Vonjees who sponged on 
the former King to the rate of a lakh 
of rupecs a month, Tho Pongees thero 
are powerful, aud they used their 
power with all the intonsity they 
could command. The head of the clergy 
is aaid to have rowed the apathétio Ruler to 
@ sonse’ of his insignsficar-ce in the hands of 
those ministers, rousing his indignant 
passion then 80 high that the cure was 
worse by far . than the disensa. What 
might have settlei down to bea fair attempt 
at ounetitationalsm coollxpsed, ‘* At oa 
meting of that Ministerial Council which 
was t» be the principal inatrumont of ref:rm 
under the new Constitution, King Theebaw, 
stimulated by tlhe spalace party, suddenly 
ordéred into confsaement two of the four 
principal Minisirs, acd ale» a ba‘ch of 
Piincas, some trenty of whom wore 
deprived of liberty, to facilitate the coup 
@etat, TheConsiitution was thus strangled 
in its infancy, and Burmah reverts to 
despotism. oMinisters who engineored 
the Constitution to ourb ths abs: lutism of 
the Crown had uo fore, moral or physical, 
to ensure its permanency. The mass of 
the people ase apthetic - Burmab is des- 
titute of public opinion.” Theso are the 
words in which Archibald Forbes detcribad 
tbe position of affiirs. after his visit to 
Mandalay. Tho despotic rule conticnued 
for some time without any harm coming 
of it. Then wehear of the muraein. It 
has been advance that the new councillors 
of the King urged him to commit these 
enormitiea; but it is likewise commanly 
believed among Europeans in Mandalay 
that the roal ani s:cret instigator of the 
massacres is the Kenwooa Mongyee,. the 
man who has boon, ninco tho late King’s 
deatb, posing asthe reformer and the on- 
lightened ministe, Having beon the chief 
mvans of raising Theobaw to the throne, he 
feared that the succession of any one of the 
othor princes would naturally lead to bis 
own death, and Theebaw having apparently 
resolved to run through-his term of life 
soon, the wily Burmese thought he would 
be:aafer were all the p-’-ces, and compe- 
titors for the throne sent to another world, 
This waa accordingly done ; the details our 
readers are only too familiar with. : 


And now England appears upon the scene. 
The massaore of the royal family of Ava, and 
the existence of, or probability of, dieturb- 
ance which that unhappy step indicated, 
naturally produed-in the public mind-a 
feeling of insecurity, An exposition of the 
views of the Government on the circum- 
stances then arising has been placed in the 
hands of the Rangoon Gazette, from which 
we have condened the above -narrative, 
and it asserts thit all that has been done is 
a “purely precautionary and dofensive 
measure, which the requirements of the 
position renderd cmivently neccessary, 
but which, owing to the previous agitation 
of the public mind and to a certain credu- 
lity aud fondues for hearing and repeating 
news among therative population, has been 
exposed to somocxtent in some quarters to 
miacunception aid misropresentation. It 
seems advisable, therefore, that it ehould 
be plainly understood that the reports of 
the intended depatch of a British envoy 
to Mandalay, and the delivery of an ul- 
timatum to the Burmese Government, are 
absolutely unfomded. The attitude’ of 
tue_British Government fs atrictly one of 
repose and defence, watchful, it may be, 
but still defen, It desires no rupture 
and will permit none, unless such 4 rup- 
ture be brought about by overt acts of 
insult or aggression.” : 

Of course as long as the present condition 
of, things exista the pursuit of commerce 
cannot be carrielon. If we are to believe a 
Chinaman who has just come down from 
Mandalay, saysthe Gazette, a number of 
Chinese dealers or merchants who went to 
the palace to claim their dues were ordered 
by tho King to be put in confinement, 
aud they would have sv*ered this treat- 
ment had not one of the ministers point- 
ed out the impolitic character this 
measure and iis injurious effect upon 
the trede of the country, And apart 
from this partioular instance it is.-very aptly 
and ~forcibly put by our contemporary 
who saysi—So long as the situation 
of-the two countries is that of two men 
watching each other with ready cocked and

Police Intelligence. 
(Before Mr Creagh, Magistrate.) 
Thuraday, April 24. , 


A case of some importance was com- 
menced yeaterday, and continued to-day in 
which Chun A-[, a widow, wns onarged 
with uolawfully taking one Leung Ayucg, 
a epinster, away from this Colony, for the 
purposs of progtitution; and further with 
unlawfally recdiving and harbouring ono 
U Amat, Another woman, knowing that 
sho had boan-purchased for the. purpose of 
prostitution, 

Mr Dennys appeared for the accused. 

It appetrs from the evidence of Leung 
Ayung, that sho was 18 yeara of age, and 
unmartied. On the 20th Oatober last, she 
was sold to a woman named Yi Nai, andin 
December last re sold to the ‘prisoner for 
$195. She was then brought'to Hongk: ng 
and wus asked if she would like to go to 
‘ alifornia; she said she would, She was 
handed a paper and told that when tho 
Harbour Master’s people ‘questioned her 
she wag to ssy that sho was a married wa- 
man and that she wished to go to California 
rto join her husband. ‘he did as she was 
instructed as she fearod, she said, that sho 
would be kept in a dark roum by the 
people of the office, if she refused. She 
had beon told that such would in- 
evitably be the result of her refusal, 
The accused had never threa ened her 
She emb.rkcd on board ‘the steamer Belgio, 
acoompanied by txwo men, and the accused, 
On rexching Californts one of the men went 
on chore whilst the woman (Leurg Ayan ) 
remainod on board. An interpretor came 
on boatdand ask d where she was goin: ; 
ghe had been taught the answers to the 
questions which woud be. asked, but had 
forgotton them ‘She ‘should have sid 
that she was goiug to jsin her husband. 
She was taken to the Custom House, 
the ca toa sch-ol, aid subsequently was 
sent back here. On arriving here she was 
waken care of at the Tung Wah. Hospital, 
and then laid the information which led to 
tho arreat of the accuaod. 

In reply to Mr Dennys she admitted that 
she knew she was intended to becomes 
prostitute. She had been told the name 
and address she, was to give ag that of ber 
busband. She had express da wish to be 
aarried, and did not wish to become & 
cone-thine. 

U Am, the other woman, was examin-d 
to-tay, her evidence being corroborative of 
of Leung Ayuny’s ; and His’ “‘orship said 
that he considered there w.s sutlicient 
evidenco tu shew thata certain amount of 
coercion had been-ueed, by the defendant, 
to compel the womento go to California, 
although they were apparently consenting 
parties ;he would therefore seud the case 
Ke trial at the Supreme Court, but admitted 
the accused to bail. 

Carl Langkelete asd Erik Christiansen 
Eriksen, seamen Danish ship Flensborg, were 
each fined 5U ceuta for being found drunk 
and incapable, 

Leong Aman, a bricklayer, was fined $10 
in default fourteen days’ hard labour, and 
to be exposed in the stocks for six hours, 
for indecent bebaviour on the hill side 
before some women. . 

Chun Atso, a fisherman, war fined $2 for 
being found loitering in the Naval Yard for

THE OPIUM FARMS OF A 
AND SINGAPORE, 
(Straits Times.) - : 

Mr Pope Bonnessy, whatever may be asid 
of his pwjicy in other matters, has certainly 
been successful in placing the Hongkong 
finances in a more satisfactory condition 
than that in which ho found them; and: in 
the matter of the Opium Farm, the increase 
in rental ia, wo beliove, almoat ontiraly duo 
to his personal efforta, Aware of the clique 
into whose. hands tho farm had fallen, aud 
of the difficulty of getting local men to bid 
against them, ho look measures to invite 
competition from outside, with the result, 
as' we hava seen, of an incraase of revenue 
from this source of $73,000 por annum, 
As sonn as the fact became known that 
there were outside competitors for the farm, 
and that a heavy advance waa likely to be 
offer -d for it, thore were tho usual prophecies 
of failure and bankruptey befalliag the new 
bidders, and ultimate loss to the Govern- 
ment But, whatever may be the result 
to the farmer, Mr Hoenneasy has taken 
care that the troasury of the Colony will be 
well protected: Not only has he taken 
guarantee bond for $50,000 from responsible 
sureties, but he has insisted on the deposit 
by the farmers themaelves of $100,000 i 
cash as security for the due fultilment bp 
them of their contract, In point of fact he 


co in’ horribly to. 


has obtained—two thirds in cash, one third 
in bond—seoutlty for nino months’ revenue. 

Wo are not adverting to the above merely 
in congratulation of Hongkony and Mr 
Pope Henney. Without desiring, oven 
by impl'cation, to cast doubt on the respon. 
ibility of tho present ho’dersa, we would 


ask the Executive of this Colony what se- |. 


ourities they hold as against the collapse of 
any one of our farma here? So far aa we 
ate aware, they hold none, except the 
personal bonds of the farmera and three 
sureties, who may themselves be fairly 
preaumei to have an interost in the farma. | 
True, the rentals of the farma are:paid 
monthly in advance ; but, supposing that 
at tho close of the month; the farmer were 
to throw up his contract—either from in- 
ability to ¢arry it on or otherwise—i. what 
position would our Executive be placed, 
and what could they do to prevent-almost 
irreparable damage to tie revento? The 
question is more easily asked than-anawer- 
ed; but thero is no doubt, the position 
would be a ‘most critical, if not indeed.a 
most helpless ono, Takes large farm like 
the Opium farm, which here in singapore 
brings a reatal of $34,000 per month, or 
$408,000 per aonum. What could the 
Executive do in case of a collapse? It 
would probably fiad recourse against the 
sureties difficult or impossible, {t could 
not take the farm into its own hande, for 
it has no knowledge of its working and no 
offivers to work it if it had. -It might close 
the opium shops and suspend the sale of 
the drug altogether ; but this could only be 
done at tho risk of a gigantic riot and 
would in any case rob the Oolony..for the 
‘time of its chief source of income, Probably, 
he best courte to adopt would ba to put 
the farm up to sale again wish the least 
possible delay; but any Chinese Kongei, 
capable of undertwking the farm, would not 
be blind to the diatress in which the Goy- 
ernment was placed, nor fail to make their 
own terms, and probably secure the farm at 
80 greatly reduged a reduced wrental aa 
seriously to affect the tinances of the Colony. 

The case we have put is, of course, 
& sRpposititions one, and . must ‘not be 
taken to infer any want of confidence 
in the prisent holders of our farms, in 
whom the Colony has, so far, been for- 
tunate; brit, though auppositious, the 
case is. quite a possible one. It may be 
remembered that about uine years ago 
‘something very much like a collapse of the 
Opium and Spirit Farma did take place 
here ; and those who read our translations 
from the Java papers wil know that twice 
within a comparatively short period the 
Samarang Opium Farm bas bad to be 
resold by tho Dutch Government on ac- 
count of the insolvency of two successive 
farmers, It must be borne in mind too 
that there isa great temptation to mon of 
sanguine temperament to adventure upon 
our excise farms, From the signa of wealth 
surrounding many of the persons who have 
routed them, they have come to be looked 
upon as sure and easy roads to fortune, 
and securing. moreover a certain social 
status of which nearly all Chinamen are 
more or less ambitious, aud.we must there- 
fore oxpect that not only will mon of means 
really limited compete for-them as long as 
the aecurity required is so unsubstantial, 
but they will strain every nerve and ex- 
haust every source to uphold. them, and if 
a collapse did take place,the Government 
would come into possession of empty coffers 
and probably find the revenue of the farms 
anticipated for some months by forcdd sales, 

We think therefore our Executive would 
do well to imitate Mr Hennessy in the 
matter of precaution, and dnalst on a cash 
deposit equal, as in Hongkong, to at least

factory assurance Government can accept, 
hor would its deposit pross- heavily on mon 
really wealthy enough to undertake such
